1. Unless otherwise indicated, I have personal knowledge of all of the facts 
presented in this Declaration. 

2. I am presently employed by Morrison & Foerster, LLP, 2000 Pennsylvania 
Avenue, N.W., Washington, D.C, 20006, as a patent attorney. 

3. United States Patent Application Serial No. 09/938,328 was filed August 23, 
2001 [ hereinafter referred to as "this application"] in the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office. 

4. Chris SCOTTO, Greg BOYER, Robert HOPE, Maureen KREZMIEN, and 
Andrew HOPKINS, the joint inventors of the subject matter of this appUcation, were all, 
at the time that the subject matter was invented, employees of Andersen Consulting ( 
Accenture Global Services, GmbH) [hereinafter referred to as Accenture], the Swiss 
corporation to which all of the rights in the present application have been assigned. An 
assignment has been executed by inventors, Chris SCOTTO, Robert Hope, Maureen 
KREZMIEN and Andrew HOPKINS, and is submitted herewith for recordation by the
